The vaginal smear method is de~- 
scribed and illustrated by a series of eleven colored plates and photomicro- 
graphs. The evidence obtained by this method has been correlated with that 
of clinical and operative procedures in more than three thousand cases and 
shows that this procedure offers a distinct advance in the field of diagnosis.
